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Attendance Policy 
Stirs Controversy

Oyster River's 
ittendance policy may be 
iew to as, but such policies 
tre nothing new for most 
Jeacoast area schools. 

"The new attendance 
>olicy was drawn up using 
guidelines from other 
5 e a c o a s t schools," said 
DRHS principal Geoffrey 
Jones, (ie. Spaulding, Dover, 
and Som-ersworth). 

The idea of a new policy 
was brought up at a faculty 
meeting at the beginning of 
Last year, but was not voted 
on until the end of the 
school year. 

"Almost all the faculty 
agreed that a change was 
needed," said Mr. Jones."The 
only real disagreements had 
to do with details such as 
should field trips count as 
one of the twenty days." 
(editor's note: At this time 
feild trips and away games 
do not count.) 

Both Mr. Jones and Mr. 
Kolbjornsen, the staff in 
charge of the attendance 
procedure each period, 
agreed that there still are 
"bugs" to be worked out in 
the program but so far the 
percent of unexcused 
absences from class and the 
number of people absent 
each day has dropped 
noticeably since last year. 

"This is good news", said 
Hr. Jones "because our 
overall goal is not to get 


people who skip classes but 
to make sure kids learn and 
achieve, and one must be in 
class to accomplish this. 

But the students' opinion 
of the new policy is 
somewhat different from Mr. 
Jones. 

Adam Terrell, a junior 

said, "The new attendance 
period doesn't affect me 
because I don't skip classes, 
but I feel the twenty days 
absent rule is unfair." 

Senior Mindy MaKay 
agreed,"The twenty day rule 
is unfair; what if someone 
has mono and is out a long 
time?" (editor's note: long 
absences, especially medical 
ones, are appealable to the 
review board. The members 
of the board are: Mrs.

The Oyster River School 
Board is reviewing plans to 
solve space needs in the 
school district. These plans 
will be used to formulate a 
bond issue to be presented 
to the district this March. 
At this time the Board is 
reviewing data and scenarios 
presented by the Long 
Range Planning Committee 
(LR PC) and the architectual 
firm the Board has 
contracted. Two of the 
proposals being discussed 
include a new elementary 
school or a new high school. 

The needs of the school 
district as outlined by the 
LR P C 's February 6, 1986 

report are both present 


needs and needs based on 
projected enrollment 

figures. The "immediate 
needs" at the high school 
are based on cirriculum and 
program needs. The LRPC 
report states the need for 
three additional classrooms, 
an additional Physics- 
Chemistry labratory, and 
additional industrial and fine 
arts space which "should 
include an auditorium." The 
report emphasizes that these 
needs are independent of 
present or projected 
enrollments. 

The middle school has a 
present need of improvement 
of the industrial arts and 
home economics facilities to 
meet existing state 
requirements. The middle 
school will also require

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New Parking Lot Plans 
Are Inadequate

Parking at Oyster River 
is a major problem that must 
be solved. There just aren't 
enough places to go around - 
for both teachers and 
students. There are 52 
spaces available for an 
average of 90 students 
driving to school on regular 
basis. 67 places have been 
assigned to 68 teacher/staff 
and 2 interns. This is an 
annoying problem as well as 
a hazardous situation. 

Although the teachers' 
parking areas are outlined 
and each teacher is assigned 
a parking place , some 
teachers must share Last 
year there was an equal 
number of teachers and 
parking places. Mr. Nilson 
pointed out that this year, 
in many cases, several 
teachers have been hired to 
take the place of one 
teacher which only 
aggravates the already 
toublesome situation. Also, a 
new demsey dumpster is 
located in the teachers' 
parking lot filling 2 spaces. 

The "domino effect", as 
Mr. Nilson refers to it, is 
another problem. Sometimes 
a parent of a student coming 
in for a conference is 
unaware of the teachers' 
assigned parking places and 
they park in a place 
reserved for a teacher who 
hasn't arrived at school yet. 
When that teacher arrives at 
school, he/she must park in 
someone else's place — 
bumping the next employee 
out of his/her place, and so 
on. 

With student parking, 
the situation is very 
hazardous. Parking along the

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O.R. District 
to be S.A.U. # 5

The Oyster River 
District voters and the 
School Administrative Unit 
56 board both voted 
overwhelmingly to split SAU 
56. As of July 1, 1987, the 
SAU 56, which now consits 
of Oyster River, 
Somers worth, and 
Rollinsford, will divide 
making the Oyster River 
School District it's own SAU 
(5). 

SAU 56 is the only SAU 
with two large school 
districts, Somers worth and 
Oyster River. According to 
A 1 E 1 well, assistant 
superintendent of SAU 56, 
the needs of the two 
districts have expanded so 
much it will be beneficial to 
separate so each SAU can 
concentrate on their own 
problems. Elwell also said it 
was advantageous for both 
sides to split up. 

Financially Oyster 
River's new SAU will cost 
$25,000 more than if there 
were still three districts 
sharing the costs. One of 
it's expenses will be the 
hiring of new staff members. 
A large amount will come 
from the SAU 56 building 
which has an estimated 
value of $200,000, just over 
50% of which is OR's share. 

The SAU board is still 
contemplating whether to 
sell the building and 
equipment or just split the 
merchandise according to 
how much they own. 

All the school districts 
have developed transition 
com mittees, which will 
participate in the hiring of a 
new staff, deciding what 
will be done with the 
equipment at the old SAU 
building, and deciding where 
the new building will be. 

John Powers will be the 
superintendent of SAU 5 
with assistant Al Elwell. Mr. 
Sevigny will be the 
supervisor and Rachael 
Spainhower will be the 
bookkeeper. The other 
personnel still has not been 
chosen.

Quint's contract to coach 
ORHS Varsity Hockey was 
not renewed. 

"I honestly felt that if 
Mr. Jones hadn't come to 

me, I would have been out 

without a word."(Editor's 
note: Only two members of 
the school board were on 

the board at the time of 

Quint's non-renewal.) 


According to Quint, 
some parents complained 
about his coaching to board 
members and he was never 
allowed to answer those 
concerns or even to hear 
what the concerns were or 
who the parents were. "The 
board has shown that a small 
group will overrule a greater 
majority." 

Mrs. Jane Pokoski, a 
veteran board member 
said:"The board members 
aren't as free to speak on 
personnel matters as a 
teacher would be, but I do 
want to say that we went 
through all the steps before 
we made a decision." 
Pokoski said that the board 
had input from all concerned 
and made the decision for 
"perfectly valid 
reasons—applying standards 
that are reasonable for any 
teacher in the system." 

School Board chair 
Joseph Murdoch was 
unavailable for comment. 

Oyster River has had a, 
new varsity soccer coach 
each year for the last 3 
years. The high school also 
has had a neto girls' soccer, 
basketball, and softball 
coach each year for the last 
2 years. Boys' varsity and 
J.V. ice hockey have also 
gone through 3 coaches in 3 
seasons. Dave Rice,a varsity 
hockey player,said,"the team 
would have been stronger if 
one coach had been there 
more than one year." 


Another reason stated 
by former coaches for 
leaving was the pay. Rick 
Olmstead, former varsity ice 
hockey coach, said,"I have a 
growing family and I thought 
it was time for me to make 
a little money for them so I 
left."Most of the coaches 
said money was not the 
reason they coached but 
rather they liked 
coaching. Both Olmstead and 

Lawrence said they enjoyed 
the enthusiasm and 
energy that ORHS students 
put into sports. Mr. Nichols 
said that "the salaries at 
Oyster River are 
competitive with those of 
other schools. 

Lawrence's main 
complaint with coaching at 
Oyster River was with the 
administration. According to 
Lawrence he received no 
support actions on his 
requests. Lawrence says he 
had written to the high 
school at many different 
times and asked for 
information on students who 
may have been having 
trouble academic problems 
He never received any 
information and then in 
the middle of the season his 
star player was pulled 
from the team because of 
academic problems. Mr, 
Nichols said that he was not 
the athletic director at the 
time of this incident. 

Lawrence said "ORHS 
administration should 
re-evaluate the position of 


sports and the total 
education of the student. I 
feel that the students will 
learn as much playing a 
soccer game as they will 
sitting in a 
classroom." Lawrence 
said also "that to be most 
effective, the coach should 
also see the players in an 
academic situation so that 
the coach can see a 
different side of the player 
and the player a different 
side of the coach." 

Olmstead said, "It is 
easier for a player to open 
up to a coach than a 
teacher. %'VThus if a coach is 
alsoa teacher, this 
communication might be 
even greater than that just 
on the playing field. Mr. 
Nichols agrees with this but 
he says that "Oyster River 
has to have coaches that 
meet a standard and 
teachers that meet a 
standard and its hard for the 
school to find a person who 
will meet both standards."
